Executive board members this 
week have scheduled a series of spec- 
ial meetings for the consideration of 
budget requests amounting to $5,986. 
The requests this year total more 
than any time in the history of the 
school. 

The board members are making a 
thorough study of the budget and 
only cuts that must be made to bring 
the amount within the limit of the 
Association’s revenue will be made. 
First for the preliminary considera- 
tions were the smaller items of the 
budget. The budget will be adopted 
by the executive board of the next* 
semester. 

At its meeting Monday, the board 
passed on petitions that had been 


drawn for new executives of the As- 


sociated Students. 


A light vote w&s predicted today 
for the semester election of officers 
of the Associated Students and the 
amendment of the constitutional sec- 
tion in regard to ticket sales. 

With only one candidate in the 
field for the presidency, the presi- 
dency is assured George Griffith, soc- 
ial commissioner for the past semes- 
ter, member of the Brotherhood of 
Bachelors and named Don of the 
Fiesta Day. 

Brown and Hilliard Run 

Two in the race for the vice- 
presidency, Robert Brown and Wilton 
Hilliard, are both experienced and 
are declared to be well qualified for 
the position they seek. 

The proposed amendment has 
been recommended by the executive 
board following a semester of con- 
tinued “Outcroping _ ineligibilities’’. 

Salient facts in the amendmenth 
change are as follows: 

1—That all regular students must 
purchase a. ticket to finish registra- 
tion thus equally distributing the 
cost of students activities. 

2—Students wishing exception to 
this rule for reasons such as work, 
no interest in activities or lack of 
funds may continue registration by 
coming, before the Executive Board 
and applying for an exception card 
which specifies that they will not en- 
ter any activity of the college. 

8—The cost of the ticket will be 
lower, since more will be sold. 
4—All members of every club or- 
ganization or committee must be a 
members of the Association Students.

Statistics compiled by jaysee bo- 
tany students in a recent survey of 
the perennials used in the parkings 
of the residential districts of 68 city 
blocks all. well within a narrow rad- 
ius of the college, disclose the start- 
ling’ fact that Santa Anans prefer 
the common walnut tree either for 
decorative or economic purposes . to 
many of California’s more graceful 
trees. Out of the 68 blocks represent- 
ed in the project, the walnut tree was 
found in 54, with the total number 
of specimens equalling 386. 

The next popular tree.was proven 
to be the black acacia, with 313 speci- 
mens represented, followed by the 
palm whose total was 215. In the or- 
der of their decreasing importance 
the breadfruit, avocado, and orange 
trees were next found on the list. 

Single specimens in the entire 68 
blocks found by the students were 
the Monkey tree, Star pine, Horse- 
tail, Lawsen cypress, grapefruit, and 
pecan.
